Dear Colonel Walker: 

Attached is a set of notes collectively entitled 
"Problem Issues on the International Scene" prepared for 
the President by the National Intelligence Officers. 

Mr. Peterson has mentioned your request for a separate 
copy to hold for the new Vice President when he is selected. 

Though this document is a fairly broad-brush survey, 
we would appreciate yotir holding it very closely foi the 
following reasons: first, we regard -any paper prepared 
specifically for the President as sensitive. Secondly, 
though much of this package is not highly classified, two 
of its pages (both in the section on Strategic Programs) 
are very sensitive indeed because they outline infoimation 
that is’ being very closely held. The first is the page^ 
entitled "Compliance with SALT Agreements;" the second is 
the first page of the two-page note on nuclear proliferation. 
We would appreciate it therefore if you would keep this 
copy under close custody «^nd not show it to anyone except 
the new Vice President whan he is in a position to see and 
receive classified documents.
